amount he was permitted to retain 
under the law. 

The indictment grew out of an 
audit of Herpel’s books last year, 
which exposed the fact that he had 
made no remittance of excess fees 
during his last year in office and 


had failed to file with the County 
Court an annual report for that 
year, required under the law. 

Herpel admitted to the auditors 
he had not turned over $2618 due 
the county and a short time later 
remitted that amount without in- 
terest, at the same time filing a re- 
port for his last year in office. The 
audit report was filed with the 
County Court last Oct, 7. 

Released Under Bond. 

The former Assessor, a Republi- 
can, was released immediately on 
$2500 bond. 

Compensation for the Assessor is 
derived principally from fees for 


making assessment for real, 

al and merchants’ and manufactur- 
ers’ taxes, half the fees being paid 
by the County and half by the State. 
However, his salary from these 
sources must not exceed $10,000 an- 
nually. In addition he is compen- 
sated by the State for handling the 
income tax. 

The auditors, Schuessler, Keller 
& Co., certified public accountants, 
who had been employed by the 
County Court, quoted Herpel as 
saying he had intended to file the 
report earlier and to pay the money 
due, together with interest from the 
date he left office. Members of the 
County Court, or administrative 
body, consisting in 1933 of Judges 
Albert Wehmeyer, William C. 
Schramm and Rudolph E. Schu- 
macher, did not take official cog- 
nizance of Herpel’s failure to file 
a report, and it was not until the 
audit ordered by the present court 
that the fact became known. 

Other Money Due County. 

Also the audit showed Herpel 
had not turned over $3587 due the 
county for the year ending May 
31, 1932. He said this money was 
part of $7935 which he had re- 
tained after discovering he had 
paid that amount into the treasur® 
by error. The money represented 
fees for income tax work to which 
he said he was entitled in the years 
1927-29. In addition to the $3587 he 
withheld in 1932, Herpel also re- 
ceived $10,000 for general assess- 
ment work and $2994 for income 
tax work that year. 

The auditors- found, in checking 
records of payments by the State to 
Herpel as shown at the State Audi- 
tor’s office at Jefferson City, that 
Herpel’s annual reports since 1927 
failed to account for $24,403, of 
which $20,283 was paid him in the 
last year for which no report had 
been made. 

Herpel said, the auditor's report 
states, that to the best of his knowl- 
edge the difference of $4120 repre- 
sented deductions he had made for 
postage in connection with State 
income tax returns. 

Herpel, 46 years old, resides with 
his family at 229 South Bemiston 
avenue, Clayton. A son of a for- 
mer County Sheriff, he was elected 
to his first term as Assessor in 
1920, after 12 years in county poli- 
tics as a Deputy Constable, Deputy 
Sheriff and Deputy Assessor, He 
was defeated for his fourth term 
in the Democratic landslide of 1932, 
which carried Martin L. Neaf into 
the office. Since that time Herpel 
has been a real estate salesman. 
Two years ago he was elected an 
Alderman in Clayton, but was de- 
feated for , re-election early this 
month.

Leaders of the jobless at once 
drew up a resolution saying they 
would remain encamped “in ever- 
increasing numbers and improved 
morale” and await the return of the 
“sissy Legislature.” They demand- 
ed immediate Senate action on a 
luxury tax and Assembly action on 
corporation and income taxes. 

More than 50 men m work clothes 
last night spent their third night 
sleeping in the Assembly's swivel 
chairs. Many municipalities have 
expressed inability to feed their un- 
employed since state funds were 
exhausted a week ago, and the 
group of jobless men encamped in 
the Assem Chamber resolved to 
stay there until the lawmakers re- 
turned and found relief money. 

Powell Johnson, executive secre- 
tary of the Workers’ Alliance de- 
manded that Mayor Frarfk Hague 
of Jersey City, Democratic state 
leader, and Governor Harold G. 
Hoffman, a Republican, issue pub- 
lic statements that their friends 
in the Legislature are free to 
vote as they please. He also 
warned the House and Senate that 
“we will be watching for the first 
sign of horse-trading.” 


Montana Governor Considers Block- 
ade Against Jobless. 
By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, April 24.—The Colo- 
rado blockade against indigent la- 
borers threatened to spread _ to 
Montana today, with Gov. Elmer 
Holt determined not to let “other 
states shift their relief loads to us.” 

Montana turned cautious eyes 
toward California while the pres- 
ence of troops on the southern Colo- 
rado boundary brought reprisal 
threats from New Mexico. 

On hearing reports that sugar 
beet growers in Montana were in- 
viting Mexican laborers from Cali- 
fornia, Governor Holt ordered A. P. 
Bruce, Montana Commissioner of 
Agriculture, to go to Billings and 
investigate. 

Labor leaders had charged that 
notices written in Spanish were 
scattered in California cities, sup- 
posedly telling of jobs in beet fields 
of Montana and Wyoming. 

Gov. Clyde Tingley of New Mex- 
co, objecting to Colorado taking any 
“high handed attitudé,” threatened 
to retort with an economic block- 
ade, saying “we'll stop every truck 
bringing shipments into New Mex- 
ico and force truckers to unload 
Colorado shipments before they en- 
ter the state.” 

Gov. Ed C. Johnson, who estab- 
ished the martial law zone along the 
entire 360 miles of the southern 
Colorado border last Monday, said 
the blockade would be maintained 
until late Fall. 

The New Mexico Governor re- 
ceived an appeal from the Raton, 
N. M., Chamber of Commerce asking 
that state police be sent to aid in 
returning home jobless persons who 
had been stopped at the border.

Social Service Commission of 
Church Federation to Send 
Spokesman to Gov. Park. 


The Social Service Commission of 
the Metropolitan Church Federa- 
tion, which termed relief as admin- 
istered in St. Louis a few months 
ago “inadequate and debasing,” is- 
sued a statement this afternoon de- 
scribing the present relief situa- 
tion as “cruel and barbarous.” 

The commission decided, at 4a 
meeting held in the Downtown Y. 
M. C. A. to call the problem to the 


at its meeting Monday with a re- 
quest that Sunday, May 3, or the 
following Sunday, be designated as 
a day for stressing the plight of 
the needy from the pulpits of all 
churches. 

The Rev. Ralph Abele, pastor of 
the Holy Ghost Evangelical Church, 
was chosen to go to Jefferson City 
tomorrow to present the commis- 
sion’s views to Gov. Park, who has 
refused repeated requests that he 
call the Legislature into special 
session to appropriate additional 
money for rélief. 

“Families without the relief nec- 
essary for their existence are in 
a desperate condition,” the com- 
mission’s statement said. “We con- 
sider this not only a disgrace to the 
community but cruel and bar- 
barous. It is hardly conceivable 
that in a great city like St. Louis, 
in a State like Missouri, in the year 
1936, men, women and little chil- 
dren can be refused the necessities | 
of life. 

“What is the reason for the 
apathy which seems to exist in one 
community ? 

“Probably to some extent it is 
result of this long continued condi- 
tion. Many have become accus- 
tomed to the unemployment and 
poverty and seem to accept it. They 
have become hardened. But this 
cannot be the deepest underlying 
reason because we are confident that | 
most pople have sympathy for their | 
fellow men. | 

“Our investigation of conditions 
shows that children who are sick | 
cannot even be taken to clinics be- | 
cause the families do not have car- |

Says Magill Was Delirious Before He Died— 
Week Passed Before Men Were Aware 
World Knew of Plight.

MOOSE RIVER, N. S&S., April 24. 
—Dr. D. E. Robertson, 62-year-old 
Toronto physician, who with Charles 
Alfred Scadding was rescued Wed 
nesday night from the Moose River 
gold mine, told a dramatic story 
today of their 10-day entombment 


141 feet underground and the death 
of their companion, Herman Magill. 

“More than once we thought the 
end was at hand,” Dr. Robertson 
said. “When the flare was dropped 
into the tunnel by the rescue 
workers we thought the tiny box- 
wood fire wed built must have 
ignited a loose stick of dynamite 
and expected a sudden explosion 
would finish us. 

“We raced from our shelf to the 
other end of that awful chamber. 
But, there was no explosion. 

“Just last Sunday we were afraid 
we might never again see the light 
of day. 

“It was then that water from 
some mysterious underground 
source began dripping steadily 
faster and faster through the ceil- 
ing of the chamber where somehow 
we managed to live since Easter 
Sunday. 

“It was then that I told®the peo- 
ple at the surface through our little 
microphone that we had only 10 
or 12 hours more to live. But, luck- 
ily the water stopped dripping and 
the danger of drowning like rats 
disappeared.” 

Scadding in Serious Condition. 

Dr. Robertson, in remarkable phy- 


'sical condition despite the effects 


of exposure, hunger and darkness, 
related his story from his bed in 
the crude field hospital here. Later 
Dr. Robertson was taken by plane 
to a Halifax hospital, to which 
Scadding was removed yesterday. 
The condition of Scadding, 44, was

“IT tried all I could to save his 
life, but late Sunday night I realized 
nothing more could be done for 
him. “For hours I held him in my 

‘arms to keep him warm. 

“That night he asked: ‘Who kick- 
ed me” suspected then that he 
had stomach ‘uleers and that there 


had been a break for the worst. 

“Early Monday morning he sat 
up suddenly. He was hysterical 
He uttered several incoherent 
words. Then he tumbled backward. 
In two minutes he was dead. In 
falling dead he fractured his skull 
on the rocky floor of our under- 
ground shelf.” 


Throughout the long, 242 hours 
of their imprisonment, Dr. Robert- 
son and Scadding clung tenaciously 
to a shred of hope that they would 
yet be rescued. 

Before Magill died the three men 
managed to get the sleep Dr. Rob- 
ertson knew they needed for sur- 
vival, They huddled together, their 
arms intertwined for warmth 
against the damp chill. 

Heard Noise Last Sunday. 

When Magill, who was Robert- 
son's partner in ownership of the 
54-year-old mine, died his body was 
covered with an old overcoat and 
Robertson and Scadding settled 
down to await their rescue. Eventu- 
ally they could hear the sounds 
of picks and shovels, but, for a 
solid week, after a landslide trapped 
them in the underground chamber, 
they could hear no sound from 
above and the tortures of doubt | 
preyed on their minds. Their joy 
when finally they heard noises 
from above last Sunday was de-| 
scribed by Dr. Robertson. 

“After those many hours of si-| 
lence down there we heard faintly 
the blowing of a siren. We rushed 
over to the center of our chamber 
and there we discovered a diamond 
drill hole had been bored from the 
surface and that a small pipe had 
been sunk to us. 

“You can imagine our feelings 
when we realized that commmunt- 
cation with the surface had been 
established. We tapped the pipe 
and shouted with all our strength 
to let the people above know we 
were still alive. Then the little 
microphone was lowered and we 
were able to talk with the folks 
on the surface. 

“And the next day we heard for 
the first time blows of the picts 
and shovels against the rock and 
dirt that held us prisoners.” 

Tells of Landslide in Mine. 

One of the most terrifying exper!i- 
ences of the men was the rumbling 
of the earth on Easter Monday, the) 
day after they were trapped by 4 
land fall on the 85-foot level of the 
Reynolds shaft, through which they 
had descended into the mine. 

The landslide was heard by the 
men in the mine as a series of 
“sharp cracks — like giant rifle 
shots.” There were four of these) 
as tons of rock and dirt tumbled 
and shifted four times.

This Is Calculated to Put

ADDIS ABABA, April 24.—An 
Ethiopian Government spokesman 
deciared today that even if Addis 
Ababa falls into Italian hands, the 
Ethiopians will continue te carry on 
the war with guerilla tactics, put- 
ting the Italians on the defensive. 

Italian reports that Ethiopian of- 
ficials had decided to send a mis 
sion to Marshal Pietro Badoglio, 
bearing a white flag, were declared 
by the spokesman to be “intention- 
ally false.” 

The spokesman minimized 
effects of any Italian entry inte 
Addis Ababa, pointing out that 
many native chieftains refused even 
to enter the capital, considering i 
a “white man’s town.” 

The fall of Addis Ababa and of 
Harar, second largest city of Eth- 
iopia, the spokesman said, would 
mean only loss of two radio sta 
tions, but would not deprive Em- 
peror Haile Selassie entirely of 
telephone and radio communication 
with the outside world, 

The spokesman said the Emperor 
again was in control of all Ethio- 
pian territories outside the Italian 
lines. 

He denied reports of a mutiny 
in the north but said that a chaotie 
situation arose during the rapid ad- 
vance of the Italian vanguard te 
Dessye saying that the Emperor's 
armies were forced into disorderly 
flight by gas attacas. 

Twice this morning, a single Ital 
lan tri-motored plaae appeared over 
Addis Ababa. After the second 
visit, many shops closed, fearing 6 
bombing attack 

Defense of City Discussed. 

Crown Price Asfa Wosan dis 
cussed with the Cabinet and tribal 
chieftains plans for the defense of 
the capital. While they were in 
eonference reports were issued that 
“several thousands” of Italians had 
been killed in a battle on the southe 
ern front. At the same time the 
Emperor's forces were said to have 
“endangered” Dessye, the new Ital 
lan headquarters, and to have dy- 
namited whole sections of the high 
way toward Addis Ababa. 

In the first official report on 
southern front activities, the Gove 
ernment said Ras Nasibu, Governor 
of Harar, had driven back Gen, 
Rodolfo Grazani's army, but added 
that the Italians then had made 6 
successful stand and reinforcements 
had driven back the Ethiopians 
troops. 

The Ethiopians are expected te 
hold desperately to the Shoan 
Mountain strongholds north of the 
capital.

Lamneck Declares It Will 
Destroy Business and 
Doubts It Will Produce 
Needed Revenue. 


REPUBLICAN CALLS 
ACT ‘FUTURISTIC’ 


Some Members of Finance 
Committee Talk of Oth- 
er Methods of Raising 


Money.

WASHINGTON, April 24. — The 

first Democratic opposition to the 

administration's $803,000.000 tax bill 


in House debate today was that of 
Representative Lamneck (Dem.), 
Ohio, who asserted it would destroy 
the nation’s business. 

The member of the Ways and 
Means Committee which wrote the 
measure, took the floor after Rep- 
resentative Reed (Rep.), New York, 
renewed Republican opposition to 
the intricate tax plan with such 
terms as “drastic” and “coercive.” 

“This bill,” Lamneck said, “will 
destroy absolutely thousands of 
business concerns of,this country.” 
He added that it attempted by taxa- 
tion “to compel business institu- 
tions to follow our bidding” and 
contended “no such power is vested 
in the Constitution.” 

The principal aim of the bill, 
Lamneck. said, was to compel the 
distribution of earnings of the 
closely held corporation, “the most 
atriking example of which is the 
Ford Motor Co.” : 

Then he questioned the capacity 
of the bill to raise money and said 
he thought the revenue from it this 
year would be less than under exist- 
ing law. 

“Tends Toward Monopoly.” 

Appealing to the House to con- 
sider the bill on its merits and not 
from a party standpoint, Lamneck 
said: “It will tend toward 
monopoly. It will prevent weak 
corporations and those with im- 
paired capital from rebuilding their 
capital structures which has been 
terribly depleted during the depres- 
sion. 

“It will prevent the accumulation 
of the necessary surplus for the 
rainy day to pay dividends during 
the depression; to keep men em- 
ployed during the depression years; 
it will prevent business from ac- 
cumulating earnings for plant im- 
provement and for developments 
generally. It will tend toward over- 
capitalization; it advocates a policy 
exactly opposite to our past his- 
tory of saving and paying our 
debts.” 

Republican Attack. 

Reed opened the second day of 
debate declaring that the bill would 
be unreliable as to revenue pro- 
duction, would discourage business 
expansion and make the mainte- 
nance of employment more diffi- 
cult. 

Reed began with a criticism of 
Secretary cf Agriculture Wallace 
for a remark that the Supreme 
Court, in holding that impounding 
AAA processing taxes should be 
returned, had permitted the great- 
est legal steal in history. Wallace, 
he asserted, held the court in con- 
tempt. 

Representative Biermann (Dem.) 


Iowa asked whether it was “proper 


for a member to accuse a cabinet 
member of holding the Supreme 
Court in contempt. Representative 
Warren, (Dem.) North Carolina, 
presiding, said it was not a proper 
inquiry to put to the chair. 

Continuing, Reed termed the tax 
bill a “futuristic, experimental pro- 
gram.” 

Some members of the Senate 
Finance Committee, skeptical of the 
revenue raising powers of the tax 
bill being debated by the House, 
were talking today of other ways 
to get money. 

Most committee members were 
not decided whether they will go 
along with the plan, although there 
had been some critical comments on 
the proposal from Democrats as 
well as Republicans. 

Observers recalled, however, that 
a similar hostility in the House 
Committee diminished when alter- 
natives such as increased income 
taxes on lower brackets were men- 
tioned. 

Chairman Harrison of the Senate 
Committee announced: “I don't an- 
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gued, “we should at the worst leave 
it as it is and, if there is a possibil- 
ity of doing it, we should reduce 
the tax rate.” 

Opposes “Windfall” Tax. 

Turning to a proposed “windfall” 
tax on procéssors who did not pay 
AAA processing levies, Lamneck 
said it would put out of business a 
great majority of more than 1100 
pork processors and “leave the 
packing industry practically in the 
hands of the large monopolistic 
group.” 

The Ohioan said that a tax bill 
was needed and should have been 
brought in long ago, adding that he 
favored one that “goes much fur- 
ther and one that will raise more 
revenue than this bill.” 

Lamneck said he had heard the 
real author of the bill was David 
Cushman Coyle. “Whoever heard of 
him?” he asked. 

Representative Tobey (Rep.) New 
Hampshire, said Coyle had been an 
administration “brain truster” three 
years. He is the same man, Tobey 
said, who asserted some time ago 
that “saving for a rainy day is out 
of date in this country because sav- 
ing for a rainy day only increases 
the rain.” 

In a book, Tobey said, Coyle ad- 
vocated raising $50,000,000,000 by 
taxation and spending it to bring 
recovery,. although the national in- 
come in 1935 was but $45,000,000,000. 

Philosophers like this, he said, 
cause thinking Americans to ask: 
“How long, oh Lord, how long?” 


Doughton Makes Reply. 

Rising as Lamneck concluded, 
Doughton said he had not denied 
the Ohioan time to speak but had 
suggested that he obtain time from 
the opposition. He added that he 
would supply time for minority 
members to speak for the measure. 

Cooper (Dem.), Tennessee, said 
Lamneck’s “attacks have consisted 
of meaningless generalities.” He 
called the opposition inconsistent 
in arguing that the bill would not 
produce any revenue and then say- 
ing that it would injure business. 

“How in the world can it hurt 
anyone,” he wanted to know, “if it 
isn’t going to raise any revenue?” 

Modified Plan Proposed. 

One proposal being discussed by 
Senate committee members is to 
modify the President’s plan for tax- 
ing corporations on the basis of 
their undistributed profits. This 
modified plan, details of which have 
not been disclosed, would be super- 
imposed on the present corporate 
tax structure, which would be re- 
tained on the statute books. 

Although a prolonged tax fight 
evidently was shaping up in the 
Senate, Majority Leader Robinson 
told the President he hoped for ad- 
journment early in June. 

The Senate Finance Committee, 
meeting in executive session yes- 
terday, questioned treasury experts. 
Senators said many of the questions 
dealt with whether the House bill 
would raise the wanted revenues. 

Several committee members ex- 
pressed concern over abandoning 
entirely the present corporate tax 
structure which raises more than 
one billion dollars annually. 

Idea Considered in 1924. 

The last time the Senate consid- 
éred the idea of taxing undistribut- 
ed corporation profits, it was in the 
form of an addition to, rather than 
a substitution for, the regular cor- 
poration taxes. That was in 1924, 
when the Senate adopted a plan, 
which was later rejected in confer- 
ence with the House.

VOTE POSTPONED 
ON DEPORTATION 
BLL SENATE 


Parliamentary Situation 
Forces Unexpected Sus- 
pension of Debate Until 
Monday.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—A final 


vote on the Codlidge-Kerr deporta- 
tion bill was postponed until next 


week, when the Senate unexpected- 
ly decided today to suspend discus- 
sion of the measure until Monday. 
The postponement resulted from the 
parliamentary situation. The pur- 
pose of the bill is to strengthen the 
Government's power to deport alien 
criminals, and to broaden its au- 


thority to deal humanely with aliens 


of good character, who have com- 
mitted mere technical violations of 
the immigration restrictions. 

The fight for the measure has 
been led by Senator King (Dem.), 
Utah, and Senator Schwellenbach 
(Dem.), of Washington. The lead- 
ers of the opposition are Senator 
(Puddler Jim) Davis of Pennsyl- 
vania, Secretary of Labor under 
Presidents Harding, Coolidge and 
Hoover, and Senator Reynolds 
(Dem.), fire-eating fundamentalist 
from the tobacco regions of North 
Carolina. Although the measure 
bears the names of Senator Cool- 
idge (Dem.), Massachusetts, and 
Representative Kerr (Dem.), North 
Carolina, the real author is Daniel 
W. McCormack, Commissioner of 
Immigration and Naturalization, 
and represents the conclusions 
drawn from his years of experience 
in enforcing the existing law. 

Changes Proposed. 

A comparison of the old law with 
the provisions of the proposed new 
law shows some of the important 
changes which are contemplated. 

Under existing law an alien, if 
convicted of a crime involving 
moral turpitude, and sentenced to 
impriscmment of one yéar or more 
within five years of his entry into 
this country, must be deported; or, 
if he has two such convictions and 
sentences, regardless of the date 
of entry. Because of the limita- 
tions as to date, number of con- 
victions and length of sentence, 
many alien criminals have escaped 
deportation. They include a large 
proportion of habitual] criminals, 

Under existing law deportations 
of alien criminals have averaged 
1700 a year. A survey made by the 
immigration service, in collaboration 
with police chiefs, indicates that ap- 
proximately 4000 alien criminals 
escape deportation each year. It 
also indicates there are in the coun- 
try today at least 20,000 alien crim- 
inals who would be subject to im- 
mediate deportation under the Cool- 
idge-Kerr bill. 

The survey showed there are 
aliens in the country who have been 
convicted as many as 30 times, and 
have spent more than half of their 
time in this country in prison, and 
yet are not deportable under exist- 
ing law. A. favorite ruse to escape 
deportation is to plead guilty to 
charges which call for sentences of 
less than a year. 

The Coolidge-Kerr bill provides 
for the deportation of any alien who 
has been convicted in this country 
of a crime involving moral] turpi- 
tude during the five-year period 
preceding the institution of the de- 
portation proceedings against him. 


Other Provisions. 


Under existing law, aliens smug- 
gled into this country are deporta- 
ble, but an alien who smuggles 
them in is not. The new bill makes 
the smuggler equally deportable. 

Alien racketeers and gangsters 
convicted of carrying dangerous or 
concealed weapons are not deporta- 
ble under the old law. Thus, an 
alien who 3teals a loaf of bread or 
a toy can be deported, but one ar- 
rested with a machine gun in his 
car cannot, because carrying wea- 
pons is held not to “involve moral 
turpitude” although it may eventu- 
ally involve murder. The immigra- 
tion service has records of approx- 
imately 1800 aliens convicted of 
cafrying deadly weapons who could 
not be deported.

with him. Another man emerged 
from the other machine, he con- 
tinued, “placed a little sack over 
my head and told me to get in the 
other car and lie down.”

Then an- 
other car drove up and they put 
Joseph Shoemaker (the man who 
died after the flogging) on top of 
me—it looked ag if he were beaten

“My foot was sticking out of the 
door; his leg was doubled up. They 
acted pretty ugly. and I said it was 
my foot sticking out of the car be- 
cause I was scared they would do 
something to him.” 

When the men in the car couldn't 
close the door because of his foot, 
the witness said, one of them took 
something from his pocket and hit 
Shoemaker on the head. 

Poulnot, who testified he was on 
his back in the bottom of the car, 
said he pushed up the sack that was 
over his head for air and that it was 
of such coarse weave anyway that 
he could see through it. 

After driving “some distance” and 
turning on to a dirt road, he said, 
the car stopped and he could hear 
automobile engines running. 

“The man on my left said, ‘Stay in 
the car,’” Poulnot testified, “and I 
could hear a man groan. I could 
hear licks. It lasted for some 
time.”

Poulnot then told substantially 
the same story related by Rogers— 
how they walked several miles to a 
filling station, obtained a ride to 
Tampa where they obtained aid for 
Shoemaker who had fallen by the 
wayside, unable to continue further. 
Rogers and Shoemaker’s brother 
reached him after daybreak, took 
him to a hospital where he died 
several days later. 

Poulnot, who went inside the fill- 
ing station while Rogers waited 
related under questioning 
by State counsel that he asked to 
use the telephone but was told it 
was out of order, that he then ob- 
tained some wine and arranged to 
drive to Tampa with a motorist 
who entered the station.

Identifies Another.

To Avert Situation, Legis- 


lature Must Extend Life 


of Commission and Pro- 
vide More Funds. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 24.— 
Uniess the Illinois Legislature 
adopts measures to extend the life 
of the State Emergency Relief 
Commission and to raise additional! 
funds, relief offices throughout the 
State, under direction of the com- 
mission, will close next Friday, 
leaving more than 500,000 unem- 

ployed without aid. 

John C, Martin, chairman of the 
commission, said “we are prepared 
to turn the key in the door, unless 
the commission is allowed to con- 
tinue to administer relief.” With 
relief already on a curtailed pro- 
gram, Martin informed Gov. Hor- 
ner, there will be a serious short- 
age of money at the end of next 
week. Martin, Speaker John P. 
Devine, Senator Wilbur H. Hick- 
man of Paris, heads of welfare or- 
ganizations, and others held con- 
ferences with Gov. Horner to dis- 
cuss means of meeting the emer- 
gency certain to come with the last 
days of April. 

The commission, créated in 1932 
as the central administrative re- 
lief body and the medium for al- 
locating relief funds for from all 
sources to the 101 Illinois counties, 
was made inoperative as the result 
of a bill, passed at the February 
special session of the Legislature 
and effective next Friday. 

Unequal Division Alleged. 

There has been considerable crit- 
icism of policies of the -ommission. 
The bill to abolish it was backed 
by the agricultural bloc in the Leg- 
islature, who contended that rural 
communities were paying an un- 
equal share of relief funds. This 
bloc supported legislation designed 
to make each township raise funds 
by taxation to provide for relief. 

The effect of the hill to localize 
relief in the townships, not only 
making them responsible for the 
raising of funds, but also placing 
with them the administration df 
relief by ending the commission, 
would force Cook County and Chi- 
cago, where the greatest relief bur- 
den is centralized, to contribute a 
greater share of funds. Cook Coun- 
ty gets about two-thirds of all State 
relief money. raised by the State fe- 
tail sales tax. 

During March 541.292 persons.in 
Mlinois received relief at a total 
cost of $4,793.545. Of this amount. 
$2,000,000 came from -he sales tax 
and the balance was part of a $10,- 
000,000 appropriation »y the Legis- 
lature in February to meet an 
emergency which arose ther That 
appropriation is now exhausted. 
The sales tax is 3 cents, but only 
1 cent of it is appropriated for re- 
lief. 

No Agency to Alot Fund. 

For the first part of May, $2,000,- 
000 from the sales tax, estimated to 
take care of the relief needs for 12 
days under a curtailed program 
will be on hand. With the elimina- 
tion of the commission, however 
there is no agency to allocate the 
Sales tax fund to the counties, and 
make it available for distribution 
to the unemployed. The act provid- 
ing 1 cent share of the sales tax for 
relief, designated the State relief

commission as the _ distributing 
agency. 

One of the measures to be con- 
sidered by the Legislature provides 
that the life of the commission be 
extended. The bill may only ex- 
tend it to July 1 when under ex- 
isting laws the townships take over 
relief. 

Since the sales tax fund, how- 
ever, provides for only $2,000,000 
of the estimated monthly require- 
ment of $5,375,000, beginning May 
1, a new plan which has the ap- 
proval of Gov. Horner, also will 
be considered by the Legislature. 

New Taxing Boards Provided. 

It provides for the creation in 
the 101 counties of taxing bodies. 
Composed of boards of county com- 
missioners or boards of supervisors, 
these boards would have power to 
issu: bonds and levy property taxes 
for relief purposes, 

The proposed. bill is a compro- 
mise between legislative members 
representing industrial districts, 
who favor a statewide property tax 
for relief, which would spread the 
relief cost generally all over the 
State, and the farm bloc whose 
leaders insist on each township pay- 
ing according to its respective re 
lief burden. The bill would su- 
persede other relief laws. 

A fight over the bill in the Legis- 
lature is indicated. Cook County 
representatives likely will oppose it, 
and some downstate members de- 
clared they would not support it 
because it sets up new taxing 
bodies. 

Several Other Bills. 

Other bills provide for a direct 
appropriation from the State Treas- 
ury, which Gov. Horner opposes. 
He said at a conference on the 
emergency that no State funds 
were available, and a deficit would 
result. 


In another bill, a tax on chain 
stores is proposed. A State lottery 
was proposed for relief in a bill 
which was tabled, and an increase 
in the sales tax for relief purposes 
is provided in another bill. 

Even if no measure is agreed on 
by the Legislature to raise addi- 
tional funds, it is likely enough

NEW YORK, April 2. — The 
Times said yesterday that presi- 
derits of leading Eastern railroads 
have decided to cut passenger 
fares June 2 to two cents a mile 
for coaches and three cents a mile 
for Pullman cars as ordered by the 
interstate Commerce Commission. 

F. E. Williamson, president of 
the New York Central Railroad, 


after a meeting yesterday of the 
passenger committee of the East- 
ern presidents conference, said no 
decision had been reached regard- 
ing the 1. C. C. order and that an- 
other meeting would be held Tues 
day. 

The Times stated that the presi- 
dents decided to comply with the 
order, not because as a group they 
acquiesced in the justice of the 
Commission’s order, but because of 
the fear of competition from the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, which 
last Wednesday filed tariffs with 
the 1. C. C. in compliance with the 
rate reduction order. 

It is believed the passenger com- 
mittee considered court action to 


test the legality of the commission's 
ruling, and it was believed such a 
move would not interfere with the 
reduction in fares June 2. A final 
decision on a test, it was said, 
would be made at the Tuesday 
meeting. 

The Ll. C. C. on Feb. 28 handed 
down its order reducing fares June 
2 to two cents in coaches and three 
cents in Pullman cars from the 
basic rate of 3.6 cents a mile estab 
lished shortly after the war. The 
Pullman surcharge also was abol- 
ished, 

Eastern roads with the exception 
of the B. & O. sought a compro 
mise fare of 2.5 cents a mile in 
coaches in most cases and three 
cents a mile without the surcharge 
in Pullman cars. The I. C., C. last 
week denied the petition.

S. Smith, Labor Relations Board 
member, told a Senate Committee 
yesterday that employers were us- 
ing “red scares” to enlist popular 
support against trade unions. 
“Alleged patriotic organizations 
and an important section of the 
press constantly abet this hue and 
cry and have genuinely alarmed 


many persons innocent of any self- 
ish animus toward labor or other 
economically oppressed groups,” 
Smith testified. 

Smith was the last witness at 
hearings by a labor subcommittee 
headed by Senator LaFollette 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, on a resolution 
to investigate obstructions to civil 
liberties. Testimony regarding la- 
bor espionage occupied much of the 
committee hearings. 

“Much of this forcible crushing 
of labor organizations for private 
gains seeks popular justification by 
propaganda whose aim is to per- 
suade our citizens that a red men- 
ace is threatening our institutions,” 
Smith said. 

“These. deliberately stimulated 
popular fears have found recent ex- 
pression in teachers’ oath laws and 
anti-sedition bills. Such political 
moves are an unpleasant reminder

“A red scare, kept alive by 
sinister maneuvers of entrenched 
interests working behind the scenes 
is something to cause grave disquiet 
to all who are anxious to preserve 
not merely the forms but the spirit 
of a republican government.”

“Fragmentary” Information. 

Hurd charged the Commission 
was gathering “fragmentary” infor- 
mation in violation of a congres- 
sional resolution directing it to ob- | 
tain “comprehensive and accurate” | 
data. He branded exhibits intro- | 
duced by Bickley as “grossly inade- 
quate and inaccurate.” 

“You may be assured,” said Com- 
missioner Paul H. Walker, “that 
this commission wants the facts 
and all the facts. . The com- 
mission has these matters under 
advisement.” 

Samuel Becker, special FCC coun- 
el, pressed Hurd for “general” ex- 
amples of inaccuracies. Hurd said 
these could not be listed without | 
study of the testimony but added 
he was “certain” they existed. 

Denials by Gifford.

Late in the day Bickley's testi- 
mony was disputed by Walter S. 
Gifford, A. T. & T. president, who 
said the company had not realized 
any financial advantages from sale 
of’ instruments and said that he 
could not “agree” with any conten- 
tion that excessive profits had been 
made from telephone rentals. The 
sale of the instruments, he testified, 
resulted in $17,000,000 annual sav- 
ings to the operating company, 
which was sufficient to pay the en- 
tire purchase price of the equip- 
nient over a period of two and one- 
half years. 

Becker brought out that a 50- 
cent monthly charge had been levied 
for handsets during their introduc- 
tory period and asked Gifford: 
“Wasn't the 50 cents designed to 
discourage customers desiring to 
take handsets to replace desk sets?” 

“There was no other way to bring 
about the orderly introduction of 
the handset,” Gifford answered. 

“But it was to discourage their 
use’” Becker insisted, contending 
that this tended to delay obsoles- | 
cence of the old equipment. “Not 
to discourage their use,” Gifford 
replied, “but to slow down the in- 
troduction of them.”

SCARCITY OF NUDES 
AND PURPLE COWS 
AT ART EXHIBIT

Show of Independent Artists 
in New York Not So Rad- 
ical as Formerly. 


By the Associated Press 

NEW YORK, April 24.—Visitors 
at the twentieth annual exhibit of 
the Society of Independent Artists 
today found a scarcity of nudes and 
only one purple cow. 

“The show isn’t as radical] as it 


used to be,” said an official, gaz- 
ing at a picture of three women | 


lying in hammocks in a bedroom. 

Of 1000 pictures by 475 artists 
from 25 states, scarcely a score 
are nudes and there is only one 
piece by a sculptor in stove pipe 
and wire. The exhibition, a favor- 
ite salon of the experimenter in 
art, also contains very little cubism. 

Art created by cooks, elevator 
men and dentists in their free mo- 
ments hangs beside the work of 
well-known artists, as in previous 
years, and there is the usual num- 
ber of “propaganda” pictures. 

Archie B. Teeter, who said he is 
a Wyoming miner and trapper, 
came to the exhibition in cowboy 
attire to hang three of his pic- 
tures of the great open spaces. A 
window dresser for a Brooklyn 
cigar store brought three land- 
scapes and a Bronx house painter 
exhibited a park scene. 

“This is the first oil I ever did,” 
said John Mapes, 38-year-old in- 
vestment broker of Somerville, N. 
J. “I planned to call it ‘Bones off 
Bermuda,’ but instead I named it 
‘The Fishing Party.’” 

The picture portrays nine mer- 
maids pulling a boat onto a coral 
reef. Mapes painted it to hang 
behind a bar. 

George Gershwin, the composer, 
who has been painting for several 
years, sent his “Self Portrait,” and 
a study in oil of his grandfather.

LAND REDISTRIBUTION 
UNDERTAKEN IN CHINA 


Revision of Obsolete 200-Year- 
Old Taxation System Also 
Proposed. 


NANKING, China, April 24. — To 
take the profit out of large land 
holdings and to give every farmer 
a plot of his own is the goal of 
China's gradual redistribution of 
3,000,000 square miles of land. 

As a first step toward returning 


to the community al? unearned in- 
crement —that is, profit derived 
from increases in land values—the 
Government has begun a survey of 
land ownership in the larger cities. 
This is to be followed by compul- 
sory registration of land, giving the 
original and present values. To pre- 
vent unduly low valuations by own- 
ers, the Government reserves the 
right to buy real estate at the own- 
ers’ own valuation. 

Taxes will be based on land val- 
ues and any subsequent rise in real 
estate. Property put to no evident 
use will be subject to heavy levies. 

While trying to end speculation 
in city real estate, the Ministry of 
the Interior is planning to work 
with the army general staff on 
completing an aerial survey of the 
country asa step toward revising 
the obsolete land tax system based 
on assessments made 200 years ago. 

Private ownership of farm land is 
to be upheld, provided all persons 
capable of guiding a plow are giyen 
opportunity to till their own farms 
or land in which they have a per-

JEFFERSON CITY, April 2#4.— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission ordered the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. of St. Louis 
yesterday to file a new achedule of 
rates for hotel local exchange serv- 
ice in St. Louis, providing a charge 
of not more than 5 cents a call for 
local calls through telephones in- 
stalled in hotel guest rooms. Here- 
fofore the charge, in many of the 
hotels, has been 10 cents for such 
calis. 

The order authorizes a charge of 
not more than 10 cents for local 
calls made from lobbies or other 
public gathering places within the 
hotels. The new schedules are to 
be effective on June 1.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—-A new 
reorganization plan designed to take 
control of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad system from Van Swer- 
ingen interests was submitted to 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion yesterday as a substitute for 
a plan advanced by the system's 
management. 

Offered by a protective commit- 
tee for holders of Missouri Pacific 
first and refunding mortgage bonds, 
the plan provides for a slash in the 
present $800,000,000 capitalization to 


$552,114,500. Fixed interest charges | 
would be reduced from $24,790,000 | 


to $7,120,000. 
The plan would 
separate companies into one and re- 


sult in the issuance of five new | 


classes of securities to replace more 
than a score of outstanding issues. 
Opposed Many Features. 

Headed by John W. Stedman of 
New York, the protective commit- 
tee has opposed many features of 
the Van Sweringen, or management, 
plan at extended hearings before 


-the I. C. C. The Van Sweringen 


proposal has been criticised as pre- 
judicial against bondholders. 

The Stedman committee sug- 
gested that present stock be given 
nothing but warrants entitling hold- 
ers to purchase new common stock 
at $62.50 a share. Each share of 
present preferred stock would re- 
ceive a Warrant authorizing the 
purchase of one-fourth of a share 
of new common at this price and 
each share of present common 
would entitle the holder to purchase 
one-twentieth of a share of new 
common, 

Under the Van Sweringen plan, 
present preferred stockholders 
would receive 100 per cent of their 
holdings in new common and com- 
mon stockholders would receive 40 
per cent in new common. 

Large Part in Missouri. Pacific.

“Failure of. the Missouri Pacific 
to meet its interest obligations in 
1933 was due to its top-heavy capi- 
talization,” the Stedman proposal 
said, “which made it impossible for 
the system to withstand the gen- 
eral effects of the depression, ad- 
verse crop conditions and increas- 
ing competition from trucks, inland 
waterways, coastwise shipping and 
Pipe lines.” 

The Stedman report criticised a 
contract under which the Missouri- 
Pacific agreed to purchase terminal 
properties at St. Joseph and Kan- 
sas City and the purchase of Mis- 
souri Pacific stocks as being “trans- 
actions which appear not to have 
been in the best interest of the com- 
pany.”

Husband Says He Gave Her 


All His Earnings—Grant- 
ed Divorce. 


Gilbert Winning, a retired rail- 
road engineer, 74 years old, ob- 
tained a divorce and alimony of $30 
a month yesterday from Mrs. 


Gretchen Winning, also 74 years 
old, 

Winning testified, in the court 
of City Judge Ralph Cook of East 
St. Louis; that during their mar- 
riage he had turned over all his 
earnings to his wife. He estimated 
the amount at $34,000. 

Mrs. Winning did not appear in 
court and was not represented by 
counsel. The divorce petition 
charged desertion and general in- 
dignities. 

In addition to his alimony, Win- 
ning will have his monthly pension 
of $87 from the Tlinois Central 
Railroad by which he was employed 
for 40 years until his retirement 
four years ago. . 

The Court awarded him title to 
his home at 645 North Twenty- 
fifth street, East St. Louis, the 
household goods there, and five 
cemetery lots. Mrs. Winning was 
ordered to surrender a mortgage for 
$1000 she held on property owned 
by Winning’s sister, and to pay his 
attorney fees of $100. 

Winning testified they were mar- 
ried Feb. 21, 1921, and separated 
Jan. 4, 1933, although they con- 
tinued for a time to live in the 
game house, occupying separate 
rooms and doing their cooking sep- 
arately. In October of that year, 
he said, his wife deserted him. 

Winning quoted his wife as hav- 
ing told him she married him only 
for money and cared nothing for 
what became of him after she got 
it, He said she struck and abused 
him. 

Much of the money she got from 
him, Winning said, his wife turned 
over to a son by a former mar- 
riage. A bank has a lien of $3000 
against his home, he testified, as a 
result of a note his wife induced 
him to sign to raise money for her 
son 


JOHN M’CORMACK MAY DROP 
CITIZENSHIP FOR IRISH POST 


Singer Offered Opportunity to Be- 
come Ireland’s Minister of 
Fine Arts. 

LONDON, April 24.—John McCor- 
mack, singer, Count of the Holy 
Roman Empire, soon may abandon 
his American citizenship. He has 
announced again his intention of 
retiring from the concert platform, 
simultaneously with a suggestion 
that he become Ireland’s Minister 

of Fine Arts. 

McCormack, born nearly 52 years 
ago in Athlone, became a natural- 
ized American in 1919. The possi- 
bility of his returning to Ireland is 
not denied in Irish quarters here. 
The proposal that he join the Saor- 
staat Cabinet, presumably after a 
farewell appearance likely to take 
place Oct. 15, 1937, has also not 
been denied in responsible Irish 
quarters. American quarters in 
London know nothing of the mat- 
ter. 

“Yes, you can say Count John 
McCormack will retire next year if 
he does not change his mind,” Mc- 
Cormack says. “It is the privilege 
of an Irishman, as well as a woman, 
to do that.”

Eleven Girls to

The first competitive sports event 
for girls in the history of St. Louis 
University will begin next Tuesday 
afternoon when 1! girls of the 
freshman class start a badminton 


tournament. Walter Eberhardt, in- 
tramural athietic director at the 
school, introduced Badminton about 
six weeks ago and found that the 
girls enjoyed the ancient sport of 
shuttlecock and battledore. 

After a few weeks of practice, 
some of the players have become 
quite proficient. Their interest in 
the game prompted Eberhardt to 
pian this tournament. 

The game has recently begun to 
attract attention in St. Louis. It is 
played now by St. Louis and Wash- 
ington universities, the Racquet 
Club, Missouri A. A. and other or- 
ganizations in the city. 

The game is played with a shut- 
tlecock which consists of a hard 
piece of leather, about an inch in 


diameter, and tufted with feathers..

England Is Picked to Defeat 


United States in 1600-Meter 
Olympic Relay Championships

LOS ANGELES, April ‘o4. ——-This may come as a shock to prac- 
tically everybody, and it is quite possibly entirely a mistaken idea, 
but Great Britain is picked to defeat the United States in the 1600- 


meters relay at Berlin. 


American sprinters are tabbed to 
run off with the 400 meters relay 
with Germany and Holland in hot 
pursuit. Volmari Iso-Hollo of Fin- 
land is picked to repeat his 1932 
victory in the steeplechase, an 
event about which very little is 
known but in which Iso-Hollo con- 
tinues. to stand out at least until 
somebody comes along who threat- 
ens to beat him. So far, no one 
has. 

The United States unquestionably 
could win the 1600 meters relay by 
using her four best men—a team, 
say, composed of Ben Eastman, 
Glenn Hardin, James Luvalle and 
Eddie O’Brien. It would be no con- 
test then. 

But it is this country’s policy to 
run its best men in the open events, 
using in the relay three men who 
are not good enough to make the 
open competition, plus the one best 
man from the open 400 meters. 
Thus three weaker sisters and Ray 
Barbuti won for America in 1928, 
and in 1932 we brought back Bill 
Carr to anchor a relay team made 
up of Edgar Ablowich, Ivan Fuqua 
and Karl Warner. That team set 
a world record of 3:08.2. 


No Such Reserve Talent. 

In the case of the 1928 team, the 
three so-called “Weaker Sisters” 
were probably better than our 
strongest 400 meters man of today. 
At least one of them was and his 
name was Bud Spencer. Put two 
men like Spencer and Barbuti on a 
team and you have real dynamite, 
add Baird and Alderman to ‘em and 
you have an almost unbeatable 
quartette. 

In 1932 Ablowich, Fuqua and 
Warner were just about on a par 
with Eddie O’Brien and Jimmy Lu- 
valle, and with Bill Carr to run the 
last lap it was no contest. 

But if the past records of avail- 
able.men may be taken as a criter- 
ion, this country has no such tal- 
ent in reserve now as we had in 
1928 and 1932. I mean that our 


fourth, fifth and sixth best quarter- 


milers, even with O’Brien or Lu- 


valle to anchor them, do not appear 


to be strong enough to match a 
mighty quartette that is available 
to rum under the colors of Great 
Britain. 


O’Brien. 

And if you gather the idea that I 
am picking Great Britain as a 
means of ringing in the ears of 
American Olympic team coaches a 
fire alarm, which says they ought 
to play safe and use Eastman, 
O’Brien, Hardin and one other good 
man, I’m not saying you're wrong. 
Because I think we'll need a team 
of that caliber to beat England. 

Great Britain has some splendia 


runners available. Lt. Geoffrey 
Rampling is running 47.7s., Rob- 
erts 47.7s., Brown 47.8s., Hunter 


48.2s. and Stoneley around 48.8s. 
but can do better. Such 800 meters 
men as Stothard, Cooper, Scrim- 
shaw, Scott and Powell could prob- 
ably run the pants off any but the 
very best American 400 meter men 
in a relay lap.

America has enough sprinters of 
real class to be able to run _ four 
freshmen—not good enough to 
make the open 100 or 200 meters— 
and still beat anything that Europe 
has to offer.

TWO NEW MARKS 
ARE EXPECTED 
IN RELAY MEET 


Approximately 150 athletes, rep- 
resenting East St. Louis, Granite 
City, Madison, Collinsville, Alton, 
Belleville and Wood River will com- 
pete in the sixth annual Madison- 


St. Clair Conference relay carni- 
val at Granite City High School’s 
field tonight, beginning at 7 o'clock. 
Byron Bozarth’s Happy Warriors 
of Granite City are the defending 
champions. 

Although a host of athletes are 
entered in the 15 events only two 
of the existing records appear in 
danger. A fine Belleville High 
sprint relay team may play havoc 
in the shorter distances, while Le- 
roy Harrisoh, holder of the discus 
record, is expected to better his 
mark of 124 feet seven inches. In 
meets this year he has tossed the 
discus better than 127 feet. 

The customary six field events 
will hold a great deal of attention 
as victors in these events will be 
favored in the district and confer- 
ence meets to be held later in the 
season. 

The only special event will be the 
120-yard high hurdles and the pres- 
ent mark of 16.2 seconds made by 
Claude Beeler, Granite City, in 1935, 
is expected to stand. 

Rules governing the meet declare 
a contestant may not enter more 
than four events, while participants 
in the junior 880-yard relay will not 
be allowed to enter any other re- 
lay event, although they will be 
eligible in field events. 

Another meet of major impor- 
tance will be held at Edwardsville 
tomorrow night. Entries are ex- 
pected to mount to 25 schools. The 
latest teams to enter include Poca- 
hontas, Mulberry Grove and Farm- 
ersville. Edwardsville has the larg- 
est entry list to date, while other 
teams that will be represented heav- 
ily are Carlinville, Staunton, Mount 
Olive and Benld.

PETER GRIMIM'S IDEAS 
IN FEDERAL HOUSING 


Criticising $876,000,000 Wag- 
ner Bill, He Urges ‘Playing 
Fair’ With Private Builders. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 2#4—En- 
couragement of private enterprise 
was urged before the Senate Labor 
Committee today by Peter Grimm, 
former adviser to Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau, in testifying 
on the $876,000,000 Wagner Hous- 
ing bill. 

He approved objectives of the 
measure which seeks to provide 
housing for low income groups 


through Federal subsidies, but dis- 
approved some of the means pro- 
posed to accomplish this end. 

“You can’t expect private enter- 
prise to undertake low cost housing 
unless you play fair with it,” 
Grimm said. 

Telling of studies of the housing 
situation made while he was in 
the Treasury, Grimm, a New York 
real estate man, said private  in- 
dustry “dreads the competition of 
the Government” and that assur- 
ances of protection against unjusti- 
fiable competition “are not suffi- 
ciently provided for in this bill.” 

He termed the administration's 
current housing program “too la- 
borious” and said it forced private 
groups who seek to co-operate into 
a “straightjacket.” 

“Not a single one of the - fine 
limited dividend corporations of the 
Public Works Administration is 
able to meet its obligations to the 
Federal Government, notwithstand- 
ing each pays no taxes,” he testi- 
fied. 

His Statement Challenged. 

Ira S. Robins, counsel for the 
New York State Housing Authority, 
challenged Grimm’s assertions 
about the limited dividend corpoya- 
tions, saying certain ones were suc- 
cessful and that not all were tax 
exempt. 

Mrs. E. E. Wood of Cape May, 
N. J., writer on housing subjects, 
said Grimm’s observations on these 
projects were “all wrong.” 

(The Wagner bill provides for a 
system of loans and grants to local 
housing authorities over a four- 
year period. It would permit the 
extension of aid to limited dividend 
corporations and provides for dem- 
onstration projects.)

PARIS, April 24.—France has 
asked Great Britain to ask Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler whether he regards 
territorial expansion and the re- 
covery of former German colonies 
as necessary to achieve “German 
equality.” A definition of “German 
equality” also is sought. 

A Government communication 
asks Anthony Eden, British Foreign 
Minister, to put precise questions 
leading to “interminable interpre- 
tations and clarifications.” 

France proposes that Germany 
be asked whether it “intends to 
use ‘German equality’ to justify 
denunciation of other engagements, 
what its intentions are regarding 
Rhineland fortifications and wheth- 
er it has territorial designs on Aus- 
tria, Czechoslovakia and Lithuania. 

The French note asked that Hit- 
ler be requested to respond. speci- 
fically also to the points raised by 
Foreign Minister Pierre-Etienne 
Flandin in a speech at Vezelay, 


-| France, March 29. Flandin at that 


time demanded that Hitler re- 
nounce “aggression” as a condition 
for France to consider his peace 
offers. Flandin also demanded that 
Hitler declare frankly his “inten- 
tions” as to Danzig and Lithuuania. 

France refused yesterday to re- 
turn to Germany the former Ger- 
many colony of Cameroons, in West 
Africa, which was placed under 
French mandate after the World 
War. 

Hitler has offered to return to 
the League of Nations with the 
understanding that the question of 
Germany’s lost colonies be consid- 
ered in due time. 


British Note Expected to Be Sent 
to Berlin Next Week. 
LONDON, April 24.—A question- 
naire to be submitted to Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler for calrification of 
his peace proposals probably will 
be sent to Berlin at the end of next 
week, an authoritative source said 

today. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden, 
as liaison man for the Locarno

An authoritative source said the 
questionnaire would be based on

Colonial Memorial Day Celebrated 
in Germany. 

BERLIN, April 24.—Germans in 
many cities celebrated Colonial Me- 
morial day today, the fifty-second 
anniversary of the declaration of 
a protectorate over German South- 
west Africa by Chancellor Bis- 
marck. 

Indications are that Germany 
soon will demand full restoration 
of its colonies. The colonial issue 
is being emphasized in the German 
press and those familiar with Chan- 
cellor Hitler’s methods have point- 
ed out that his previous moves have 
followed careful campaigns of 
preparation at home.

NEWSPAPER RIGHT 
TQ GRITICISE JUDGE 
WINS INN. DAKOTA 


Aberdeen American-News 
Not Without Fault but 


Freedom of Press Must 


Be Upheld. 


By the Associated Press. 

PIERRE, 8. D., April 24.—The 
conviction of the Aberdeen Ameri- 
can-News and its editor and pub- 
lisher in 1932 on a contempt of 
court charge was reversed today by 


the South Dakota Supreme Court. 
It declared unanimously the “need 
for a free and unfettered press is 
perhaps more urgent in this coun- 
try today than ever it has been be- 
fore.” 

The contempt citation was based 
on editorials published during a 
controversy over alleged graft in 
Brown County and criticising a 
sentence handed down by Judge 
Howard Babcock of Sisseton, in the 
case of Royal Hasse, former Coun- 
ty Auditor, who pleaded guilty of 
forgery. Hasse was sentenced to 
six months in jail and fined $300, 
with the jail sentence suspended. 
The American-News, contending 
a heavier sentence was justified, 
editorially called Judge Babcock’s 
action “a pat on the back,” and re- 
marked that “the honorable judge 
should doff his regal robes, don 
sackcloth and sit in the ashes un- 
til his penitence is complete.” 
Contempt action was instituted 
by members of the County Bar As- 
sociation. The publisher, J. A. Math- 
ews, and the editor, Howard O. An- 
derson, were fined $200 each and 
sentenced to 30 days in jail. The 
jail sentences were suspended. 

In appealing, counsel for the 
newspaper men contended the 
judgments were in contravention of 
constitutional guarantees of free- 
dom of publication; that the arti- 
cles were true and not contemptu- 
ous in themselves and that the evi- 
dence against the two men was in- 
sufficient. They also contended 
that suspension of the jail sentences 
by Judge J. H. Bottum of Faulkton 
on condition no articles in “condem- 
nation or contempt” of court were 
published in the future amounted to 
censorship. 

The case was put before the Su- 
preme Court Sept. 19, 1934. Mathews 
died in December, 1933. Anderson 
left the American-News last fall 
and now publishes a weekly paper 
at Aberdeen. 

Although the American-News 
case was described in the opinion 
as not free from doubt, the Judges 
agreed they coud best promote the 
public welfare by a reversal. 

The opinion, written wy Judge 
Dwight Campbell, said; 

“The need for a fee and \unfet- 
tered press is perhaps more urgent 
in this country today than ever it 
has been before, although we ven- 
ture to think that it by the 
judicial department/ofgovernment 
that freedom of fhe press or of 
speech is most threatened in the 
present era. Freedom, nevertheless, 
is not synonymous. with utter and 
unlimited license.” 

The opinion then criticised the 
newspaper articles and concluded:

War between 1918 and 1921, told 
the House of Commons yesterday 
that a European climax “will be 
reached in the lifetime of the pres- 
ent Parliament.” 

“There will be a melting of 
hearts and a joining of hands be- 
tween the great nations, which will 
release for us a glorious era and 
the age of prosperity which is now 
within the grasp of millions of toil- 
ing people, or there will be an ex- 
plosion—a catastrophe, the cost of 
whick no imagination can meas- 
ure, and beyond which no human 
eye can see.” 

Churchill's speech was made dur- 
ing the budget debate. He urged a 
large expansion of defense arrange- 
ments, but Neville Chamberlain, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, said 
the Government thought such ef- 
forts would involve cessation of 
work on some industrial and com- 
mercial contracts with resultant 
loss of business. 

Churchill advocated “a strongly 
armed Britain, resolutely and 
valiantly led, seeking nothing but 
peace, but ready to run risks for 
peace,” which he said “may con- 
ceivably turn the dread scale be- 
tween a blessing and a coursing of 
mankind.” 

Churchill asserted he had learned 
from German official statistics that 
there was an increase in the Ger- 
man public debt of a minimum of 
7,000,000,000 marks ($2,800,000) from 
the end of March, 1933, to the end 
of June, 1935. To this must be 
added, he said, the yield of in- 
creased taxation, amounting to a 
further 5,000,000,000 marks. 

The minimum expenditure for 
two and one-half years over cur- 
rent budget expenditure, he _ de- 
clared, was therefore 12,000,000,000 
marks. 

Moreover, Churchill continued, in 
that period capital expenditure in 
Germany (other than for residential 
buildings) amounted to 24,000,000,- 
000 marks ($9,600,000,000) most of 
which might be regarded as hav- 
ing been almost exclusively devoted 
to warlike preparations,

Radish and Scallion Salad. 
Four radishes for each serving. 
Two scallions for each serving. 
French dressing.

Slice radishes very thin, leaving 
one for each salad to be made into 
a radish rose. Soak scallions in ice 
water for half an hour. Then slice | 
thin. Combine with sliced radishes | 
and mix with French dressing. |

Lamb Patties. 

Two pounds lean lamb, ground. 

Six slices bacon. 

Two eggs, slightly beaten. 

One cup bread crumbs. 

One cup milk. 

Six fresh mushrooms. 

Six slices pineapple. 

Two tablespoons butter, 

Salt. 

Pepper. 

Season the ground lamb with salt 
and pepper. Add the slightly beat- 
en eggs. Soak the bread crumbs 
in milk for a few minutes, then add 
them to the meat. Mix thoroughly, 
and shape into round cakes. Wrap 
each with a slice of bacon, and fas- 
ten with a skewer of toothpicks. 
Broil on both sides. Brown the 
pineapple slices and mushrooms in 
butter. Serve a lamb patty on each 

pineapple slice and top with mush- 
'| rooms. 

Norwegian Charlotte. 

One nine-inch sponge cake. 

One-quarter pound almonds, 
blanched. 

One teaspoon almond extract (or 
rosewater). 

Two egg whites. 

Two tablespoons sugar. 

One cup grated coconut. 

One-half cup boiled custard. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice. 

Three-quarters cup whipping 
cream. 

One teaspoon orange flower wa- 
ter. 

Three egg whites. 

One cup confectioners’ sugar. 

Cut the cake in 4 layers, each lay- 
er to be about three-quarters inch 
| thick. Grind almonds very fine, 
| rub to a paste with the almond ex- 
'tract. Beat two egg whites until 
stiff, add the two tablespoons sugar 
and mix half of this meringue with 
the coconut and half with the al- 
mond paste. On the bottom slice of 
cake spread half of the almond 
paste. Place another layer of cake 
on top and spread with the coco- 
nut paste. Place a third layer of 
cake on top and spread with the 
remainder of almond paste. Place 
fourth layer on top of this. With a 
sharp wet knife cut out center of 
cake, enlarging tube center to a 
hole about four inches across. This 
leaves a two-inch wall of cake. Do 
not cut through bottom layer. Leave 
this as a foundation. Fill the small 
hole in this bottom layer with a 
piece of cake cut to fit it. Place 
the part of the cake cut from the 
center in a bow! with the rich cus- 
tard. Cream until smooth, and add 
the stiffly whipped cream, flavored 
with orange flower water. Fill the 
center of the cake with this cus- 
tard mixture. Frost the whole 
cake with a meringue made by 
beating three egg whites until stiff 
and beating in the confectioners’ 
sugar and lemon juice. Chill for 


several hours before serving. 
Banana Muffins. 


Beat one egg well. Add two table- 
spoons shortening (melted), two 
tablespoons sour milk and one cup 
'thinly sliced bananas and stir until 
| banana is broken into small pieces. 
| Mix and sift together two table- 
spoons sugar, one cup flour, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoon soda and one teaspoon bak- 
ing powder. Add to first mixture, 
| stirring only until flour disappears. 
| Bake in well-greased muffin tins 
‘in a hot oven (400 degrees Fahren- 
' heit) for 30 to 35 minutes. Makes 
‘four large muffins or eight small 
ones.

Changed Easily. 


Speaking of eggs, a chef once 
remarked that the egg is the ce- 
ment which holds together the walls 
of cookery. Even the one-dish cooks 


/AN UNUSUAL FRUIT SALAD 


will admit the truth of his state- 
ment. The egg is one of the most) 
popular of all foods. 

The ease and speed with which 
egg dishes may be prepared make | 


it possible to spend less time in 
meal preparation. Last-minute 
dishes that are truly savory and 
healthful are possible. 
Vary Scrambled Eggs. 

In the simple scrambled egg so 
many variations are possible that 
even the young bride may pride 
herself on her dishes. For scram- 
bled eggs the basic formula is one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, a speck of pep- 
per, one tablespoon milk, cream, 
stock or water and one teaspoon 
fat per egg. The variation depends 
upon the cook’s ingenuity, upon left- 
overs in the refrigerator that may 
include anything from vegetables, 
fruits, fish meat or chicken. 

Of course, scrambled eggs are not 
the only possibility for eggs. Om- 
elets varied, stuffed eggs or eggs 
on toast may be changed both in 
appearance and flavor in the twin- 
kling of an eye, to witness these 


recipes: 
Glazed Eggs. 

Four slices buttered wholewheat 
toast. 

Two-thirds cup hot mulk. 

Four eggs. 

Cinnamon and sugar. 

Place the slices of toast on a 
heat-proof platter. Pour the milk 
over the toast and then turn the 
eggs which have been scrambled 
lightly out on the toast. Sprinkle 
with sugar and a little cinnamon 
and place under the broiler flame 
until the sugar glazes. 

Scrambled Eggs. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

Nine eggs. 

Three-fourths teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 

Three-fourths teaspoon prepared 
mustard. 

Three-fourths cup 
cream, 

Melt fat in skillet. Meanwhile, 
beat eggs slightly, add seasonings 
and cream, and stir to mix thor- 
oughly. Pour eggs into hot fat and 
cook with slow heat until done ac- 
cording to individual taste. Season 
more, if desired. Try this for any 
meal of the day: with tiny sausage 
and chilled fruit juice for break- 
fast, with sliced cold chicken, spiced 
prunes and potato chips for the 
Sunday night supper, or with as- 
paragus or cauliflower or peas for 
luncheon. 

In scrambling it is best to Gtop 
the cooking before the eggs are 
really done. The heat within the 
food and in the cooking utensil will 
continue to cook the eggs after 
their removal] from the flame. Also, 
always serve on a warm plate, not 
hot or cold. 

Breakfast Omelet. 

One and one-half cups 
American cheese. 

One cup hot cream sauce.. 

One cup diced ham. 

Four eggs. 

One-fourth cup milk. 

Salt, pepper. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

Add half the grated cheese to the 
hot cream sauce. Stir until cheese 
is melted; add the diced ham, and 
mix carefully. 

Beat two whole eggs and two 
yolks. Add milk and seasonings. 
Fold in the stiffly beaten egg 
Cook very slowly in a skil- 
let in which the butter has been 
mtled: Place in a moderate oven, 
350 degrees, a few minutes to dry 
the top. 

Spread half the omelette with the 
hot creamed ham. Fold the other 
half over it quickly. Place the ome- 
lette on a platter, sprinkle it with 
the remaining grated cheese, and 
serve at once,

Four hard cooked eggs. 

Four tablespoons mayonnaise. 

Two small green onions, minced.

Vary the Menu Monotony by 
Changing the’ Method 
of Approach. 


Vegetables are a year-round ne- 
cessity. This doés not mean that 
the same method of preparation 
should be employed every week. 
Nothing is more destructive to the 
appetite than monotony and monot- 
ony in preparing vegetables is an 
unforgivable sin. 

Much of the success in preparing 
vegetables depends upon cooking be- 
cause much of the food value and 
natural flavor may be lost by incor- 


rect cooking. Wash vegetables thor- 
oughly in cold water. A vegetable 
brush is a great help in cleaniing 
Pall except the leafy ones. 

Spare the Water. 

Be sparing of water when you 
cook vegetables. Much of the food 
value is cooked out where too much 
water is used and the vitamins that 
should be building the family health 
go down the drain. Use only enough 
water to prevent burning. Use boil- 
ing water and add salt when the 
vegetable is half cooked. Do not 
use soda in cooking. It may height- 
en the color, but it destroys valu- 
able vitamins. 

Cook vegetables rapidly and only 
until they are tender. Save the wa- 
ter in which they have cooked as 
a basis for soups or gravies. This 
vegetable water contains the wa- 
ter-soluble vitamins B, C and E. 

Here are some interesting ways 
of preparing everyday vegetables 
which are delightfully different, 

Baked Carrots. 
Three cups grated carrots. 
Three tablespoons butter. 
One-half cup buttered bread 
crumbs. 
Salt and pepper. 
A little grated onion. 
Grate enough raw carrots to make 
three cupfuls and place in a but- 
tered casserole. Sprinkle with salt, 
pepper and grated onion and dot 
with butter. Place the butter 
crumbs on top and cover the dish. 
Bake for 30 minutes in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) and serve hot. 

Tomato Jelly With Vegetables. 

Two cups tomato juice. 

One tablespoon plain gelatine. 

One-fourth cup cold water. 

One tablespoon lemon juice, 

One tablespoon onion juice, 

One-half cup cooked peas. 

One-fourth cup diced celery. 

Two tablespoons diced green pep- 
er. 

“ Put the cold water in a bowl and 
sprinkle the gelatine on the water. 
Heat the tomato juice thoroughly 
and then add the softened gelatine 
and stir until thoroughly dissolved. 
Add onion and lemon juice-and set 
aside and let cool. When mixture 
begins to congeal add the vege- 
table. Turn out into individual 
molds and chill. Unmold on crisp 
lettuce leaf and garnish with may- 
onnaise, 

Beans Creole.

Drain thoroughly, turn into 
a hot serving dish and add white 
sauce made of the remaining in- 
gredients. Yield: Five servings.

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WASHINGTON, April 24.—A bill 
aimed at increasing safety at sea 
by setting up a separate board to 
investigate marine casualties, and 
to increase efficiency in the ship 
inspection laws, was passed today 
by the Senate and returned to the 
House for concurrence in amend- 
ments. The bill would provide for 
seven district supervisors at $6000 
a year instead of 11 at present at 
$4400 a year. 

Instead of having investigation 
of marine casualties conducted by 
the same service responsible for in- 
spection, the bill would set up 4 
geparate board consisting of rep- 
resentatives of the Coast Guard 
Service, a representative of the In- 
spection Service and a Department 
of Juatice Attorney. 

The name of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation and Steamboat Inspection 
Service in the Department of Com- 
merce would be changed to the 
“Bureau of Marine Inspection and 
Navigation” to more nearly fit the 
expanded type of inspection now 
required, which includes not only 
steamboats, but types of . motor 
boats. 


CAUGHT BY POLITICAL RIVAL, 
MAN GETS LIFE FOR MURDER 


Pleads Guilty of Killing Cripple in 
Pennsylvania Holdup Six 
Years Ago. 
PITTSBURGH, Pa., April #4. 
George C. Skidmore, 26-year-old 
marksman, pleaded guilty today of 
killing Charles Hammond, crippled 
gasoline station attendant, and was 

sentenced to life imprisonment. 

Skidmore, a former National 
Guardsman, was captured in Idaho 
last month, about six years after 
he killed Hammond in an attempt- 
ed holdup and eluded a posse in 
the Central Pennsylvania moun- 
tains after wounding two highway 
patrolmen and killing William Fox, 
an air mail beacon custodian. 

Skidmore lived a rancher’s life 
in Idaho for several years. He en- 
tered politics there and ran for a 
local office.

Had South's excellent opinion of 
himself (as indicated by his unor- 
thodox two ho trump opening bid) 
been warranted he would have 
brought home not eight but ten 
tricks!

with neatness and dispatch. It was 
apparent that if East should shift 
to hearts, two entries in the dummy 
would be necessary to establish the 
diamond suit before both heart stop- 
pers were removed. In other words, 
South could not afford to give up 
two diamond tricks and the only 
logical method of establishing the 
suit with one trick loss was to lead 
twice from tkhe dummy, finessing 
each time in the closed hand. 

With the king of spades out of 
the way South could have finessed 
dummy’'s ten for one of those vitai 
entries. As a matter of fact there 
would have been only a slight risk 
in this procedure, since East hardly 
would have put up the ace, holding 
the jack as well. 

With the favorable adverse lay of 
diamonds the proper method of 
play would have given South two 
spade, two heart, four diamond, and 
two club tricks.

Though older 
and calmer on some subjects he 
was still resentful on this. “That's 
just like a parson,” he said, “to 
sympathize with those _ fellows, 
without even asking first what they 
have done to the Turks.”

COW stay do you do when you 


stay after school, like 
this?”

That talking is necessary. Don’t 
discourage it. Young people, most- 
ly boys, (though I wish the girls 
would bestir themselves a little in 
the matter) like to taik among 
themselves about tne mgfits and 
wrongs of things. They are more 
concerned about this than we 
imagine. Youth wants to be sure, 
and there is no sureness in their 
minds. Talking things over helps 
to clarify things, and what is very 
important, relieves the pressure 
on the troubled minds. Just talk- 
ing helps greatly. 

“But they talk about such things. 
I heard them discussing free love. 
Actually. And Youth movements. 
Some of them holding out for 
Fascism, for Hitler, for the Soviet 
form of government, for revolution 
and some fighting for the old es- 
tablished order. It worries me to 
think of the things they talk about. 
Really, they make my blood run 
cold sometimes. The things you 
overhear when you pass them!” 

As long as they are allowed to 
talk things out, talk themselves 
empty, ready for refilling another 
day, they are safe. It is only when 
they are forbidden ,to talk that 
things begin to .appen. When the 
dammed up thoughts begin to fer- 
ment they boil over, are beyond 
control, and the unfortunate inci- 
dents that thinking people decry, 
are inevitable. 

There is nothing to fear about 
this talking between youths of to- 
day. It is their way of finding the 
facts, of facing the truth as far as 
they are able to find it. No harm 
can come to them or to the nation 
from this expression of interest in 
their own Ifves. If they find truth 
it will prevail against all odds. 
they find error, it will die of its 
own falsity.

May Lead to 
Ear Troubles 


Ills Which Affect Body May 
Have Reflex in Difficulties 


of Ears.

ERY much the same thing can 

be said about adult deafness as 

about deafness in children. 
There are certain cases in which no 
amount of pre- 
ventive treat- 
ment seems to 
stop the progress 
of the condition. 
These patients 
must, therefore, 
u nfortu nately, 
make social ad- 
justment by 
means of hearing 
devices, and ob- 
tain their happi- 
ness out of life 
on an adjusted 
basis. Another 
group, however, 
may take a hope- 
less view of the 
situation and decide that nothing 
can be done, with the result that 
they neglect methods of treatment 
which might give them a great deal 
of improvement. 

In the first place, let us remem- 
ber that the ear is only a part of 
the body, and that the ills which 
affect the body may have their re- 
flex in this special organ. You 
don’t hear when you are asleep, and 
you may not hear so well when 
your body is overwhelmed with tox- 
ines from some generalized disease. 

“Some years ago,” an ear special- 
ist reports, “a prominent doctor in 
a nearby town consulted me be- 
cause of a distressing tinnitus 
(which is the term used for the 
crackling and roaring sounds made 
in the ear itself). Before under- 
taking treatment we submitted him 
to a general thorough examination, 
which disclosed the fact. that he 
had an increased amount of sugar 
in the blood. When this diabetic 
tendency was put under treatment 
his ear troubles subsided automat- 
ically.” 

Another patient with a consider- 
able loss of hearing was found to 
have an intestinal toxemia, which 
when cleared up resulted in great 
improvement in hearing. 

Emotional State. 

The emotional state has much to 
do with hearing in some cases. A 
young girl who had frequent argu-

ments with her mother, became al- 


most totally deaf for several days 
after every one of these explosions. 
Here, obviously, the treatment is 
out of the hands of the ear special- 
ist, and in the domain of the psy- 
chiatrist. 

Nasal obstruction, per se, affects 
the ear only in that it may inter- 
fere with nasal breathing, resulting 
in impairment of health and poor 
ventilation of the Eustachian tube. 
Nasal sinus disease is more impor- 
tant. The sinus condition that 
causes most trouble is one in which 
there is constant dripping of mu- 
cus or mucopus into the naso- 
pharynx, in which there is a for- 
mation of polyps and a general 
hypertrophy of the mucous mem- 
branes of the sinuses. 

The relation of diseased tonsils 
to hearing defects is a matter of 
controversy. Certainly in the pres- 
ence of deafness with definitely in- 
fected tonsils and adenoids, they 
should be removed.
